their one or two dogs the shepherds 
often go Insane, and were it not for the 
company of their shaggy collies the 
lunacy among them would rise to an 
almost Incredible percentage, if we are 
to believe those who have followed the 
sheep in the desert.and therefore may 
be supposed to know. 
Once in old Santa Fe. N. M., I met a 
man who for tw elve years had follow­ 
ed the sheep. His work was done. All 
day long he sat ln a chair in the rear 
of a little (lobe store, crouched over, 
gibbering to himself, bleating—an idiot. 
He still sa w his sheep swa ying like a 
great white wa ve among the sage 
brush, and ever in his ears sounded the 
killing monotone of their bleats. # One 
boy. though fifteen years of age, is 
mentally no further advanced than the 
average child of five. His father is a 
shepherd, his mother died when he was 
four years old. and his father took hltn 
out upon the range. 
All his life has 
been spent among Hie sheep. He is one 
with them today. 
How is it possible, then, you ask. that 
men are to be found willing to watch 
them? It is very easy. Sheep herding 
is a lazy job at best, and the “ greaser” 
is the laziest creature on earth. For $ 20 
a month he is willing to sit in the sand 
and listen to the never ending bleating 
until the little mind he has gives way 
and they fetch him In from the range 
Insane. *He is glad to take the chance 
for $2 0 a month,

The greaser Is not the only shepherd 
in the west. On the va st ranges of Ne­ 
vada and Wyoming you may run across 
an occasional college man tending the 
sheep.

I had captu red him, bu t at the same 
time he had captu red the hou se. He 
seemed to have a fu ll box of cartridges 
with him, and in shooting arou nd pro­ 
miscu ou sly in the dark ness he smashed 
ail the batteries, destroyed all the 
switches and left the hou se in dark ­ 
ness.

There co mes a repo rt fro m Wash­ 
ing to n that the president and senate 
are so mewhat at lo g g erheads and there 
is no po ssibility o f 
reco nciliatio n. 
Bo th branches o f the treaty making 
po wer o r the ag reement making po wer 
have ag reed to disag ree. The arbi­ 
tratio n treaties, as understo o d 
by 
President Ro o sevelt and 
Secretary 
Hay wo uld g ive tbe president the 
po wer to co nclude witho ut the ratifi­ 
catio n o f the senate, "A special ag ree­ 
ment with the co ntracting fo reig n 
po wer.” It was suppo sed that the 
senate sho uld in these o rig inal treaties 
ag ree to the reference o f certain inter­ 
actio nal disputes to the Co urt o f 
Arbitratio n at the nag ue, and leave 
it to the ex ecutive to determine de­ 
tails. The senate by a majo rity o f 
fifty to nine lo o ks upo n this pro po si­ 
tio n as an entrenchment upo n its co n­ 
stitutio nal rig hts. It lo o ks upo n all 
ag reements with a fo reig n po wer as a 
treaty to which the declared assent o f 
the Senate is necessary . It was no t 
the o bject o f the president to infring e 
upo n the rig ht o r po wer o f the Senate, 
but he wished to hasten the submis­ 
sio n to arbitratio n o f a limited class o f 
dispute and thus relieve them o f the 
red tape which

clearly many of the 
ev ils of the institution.

life Is responsible for the worst

ev ils which the bible condemns 
“ Fashionable 
life has pu t 
m atri­ 
mony out of 
style,” Mr. Sunday said. 
and added, “ from w hat I hav e 
ob- 
' serv ed of fashionable life, there is not 
I m uch lost by it.” 
In the opinion of Mr. Sunday, as in 
tha t of the best think ing people, the 
best society is composed of the best 
Christians.
